A  dizzy  world  of  high-speed  chips, 
infrared  solder,  and  PCB  warp  control 
greets  the  first-time  visitor  to 
Chinatown’s  Advanced  Electronics. 
To  the  naive  eye,  the  dozens  of 
electronic  boards  look  more  like 
colored  quilt  pieces  than  machinery, 
and  an  immense  automatic  assembly 
machine  resembles  a  village  of  salad 
bars  and  voting  booths. 

But  for  those  high  on  imagination 
and  low  on  technology,  the  company’s 
latest  advances  were  made  simple  at  a 
recent  tour  and  manufacturing  brief¬ 
ing. 

The  salad-bar/voting  booth  village  is 
really  a  state-of-the-art  micro-chip 
board  assembly  machine  that  can 
operate  with  only  a  handful  of  assis¬ 


tants.  The  SMT  (surface-mount  tech¬ 
nology)  machine  made  by  Fuji  places 
up  to  14,000  chips  per  hour,  and  can 
visually  correct  errors  produced  by  a 
programmer.  This  machine  has  made 
Advanced  Electronics  a  leading  com¬ 
petitor  in  the  business  of  contract 
manufacturing.  The  company  is  the 
largest  contract  manufacturer  in  New 
England. 

A  contract  manufacturer  like  Ad¬ 
vanced  Electronics  produces 
electronic  boards  for  computer  and 
electronics  companies.  These  com¬ 
panies  need  the  flexibility  and  speed 
Advanced  Electronics  offers  while  they 
develop  new  products,  and  refine 
marketing. 

The  average  growth  of  most  con¬ 
tract  manufacturers  is  18%  per  year, 


but  Advanced  Electronics  reports  an 
annual  growth  of  30  to  35%.  Regarding 
the  nation-wide  recession,  Chief  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Officer  Stanley  K.  Chao  said, 
"We  haven’t  felt  it." 

Founded  by  Chao  in  1976,  Ad¬ 
vanced  Electronics  is  located  at  the 
edge  of  Chinatown,  on  Beach  Street. 
Advanced  Electronics  employs  300  full 
and  part-time  workers,  mostly  from 
Chinatown. 

On  this  Tuesday  morning,  Chao 
received  recognition  from  both  city  and 
state  officials  for  the  company’s  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  Massachusetts 
economy.  Don  Gillis,  director  of  the 
city’sEconomic  Develop  ment  Indust  - 
rial  Corporation  (EDIC)  read  a 
proclamation  from  Mayor  Rynn  an¬ 


nouncing  "Advanced  Electronics  Ap¬ 
preciation  Day." 

Of  Advanced  Electronics’ steady 
growth  increase,State  Senate  President 
William  Bulger  said,  "There’s  one  word 
to  describe  it  -  upbeat." 

State  Representative  Sal  DiMasi 
described  Advanced  Electronics  as 
bringing  "good  news  to  the  300  or  so 
employees,  mostly  women  who  live  in 
Chinatown.  Advanced  Electronics 
continues  to  expand,  provide  a  decent 
wage,  and  bring  work  to  Mas¬ 
sachusetts." 

Stanley  Chao  outlined  the 
company’s  major  accounts  with  the 
Genrad  Company,  Zoom  Electronics, 
based  near  Chinatown,  Teradyne,  next-

Immigrant  workers  awarded 


They  stood  up  for  themsel¬ 
ves  and  their  communities. 
When  challenged  by  bosses 
who  wouldn’t  pay  them  fair 
wages,  or  when  sexually 
harassed  and  discriminated 
against  at  work,  they  risked 
their  jobs  and  fought  back. 
Some  of  them  won  back  pay; 
others  won  more  equality  in 
their  unions  and  workplaces. 
All  of  them  achieved  dignity. 

They  are  Latino,  Black, 


Haitian  and  Asian  workers 
recently  honored  by  the  Im¬ 
migrants  and  Refugee  Action 
Training  and  Education 
(IRATE),  at  a  banquet  in  their 
honor. 

Founded  five  years  ago, 
IRATE  works  with  im¬ 
migrants  and  refugee  workers 
who  are  developing  ways  to 
improve,  their  working  condi¬ 
tions. 

"When  workers  stand 


together,  we  continue  to  work 
for  more  power,"  said  Mui  Yu 
one  of  the  Chinese  immigrant 
leaders  in  the  Unemployed 
Rights  Campaign.  Yu  and  at 
least  twelve  other  women 
received  an  award  for  their 
four-year  battle  to  increase 
unemployment  benefits  for 
low-wage  seasonal  workers. 

For  Mui  Yu,  the  effort 
began  when  she  found  herself

A  recent  dinner  held  in  honor  of  the 
visiting  governor  of  China’s 
Guangdong  province  was  also  an  oc¬ 
casion  for  pro-democracy  activists  to 
remind  the  community  of  human  rights 
abuses  still  taking  place  in  the  province. 

While  Governor  Zhu  Sen-Lin  was 
dining  with  guests  at  the  China  Pearl 
Restaurant  in  Chinatown,  activists  held 
signs  in  Chinese  and  English  drawing 
attention  to  six  political  prisoners 
detained  in  Guangdong. 

The  invitation  to  Governor  Zhu  was 
extended  without  much  fan-fare  from 
Gov.  Weld  who  visited  Guangdong 
province  last  year  on  a  trade  mission. 
Massachusetts  is  a  sister  state  to 
Guangdong  province. 

Joining  the  demonstrators  lined  up 
on  Tyler  Street  was  Senator  Lois  Pines 
(D-Newton),  who  created  an  interna¬ 
tional  incident  last  year  when  she 
demanded  that  Zhu  address  human 
rights  abuses.  At  the  time,  Pines  was 
accompanying  Weld  on  his  trade  trip. 

Outside  the  China  Pearl  Res¬ 
taurant,  Pines  told  the  demonstrators 
she  had  met  with  Gov.  Weld  ear  her  in 
the  day  on  the  issue  of  human  rights. 
Pines  said  she  also  sent  a  letter  to  Zhu 
at  the  Ritz  Carlton  where  he  was  stay¬ 
ing  that  calls  on  him  to  "take  seriously 
the  Massachusetts  resolution  on 
human  rights."  A  resolution  passed  last 
year  calls  for  the  Chinese  government 


to  address  human  rights  abuses  or  lose 
its  Most  Favored  Nation  trade  status. 

"There  is  no  free  trade  without  free 
speech,"  Pines  said. 

Pines  said  she  was  told  by  some 
Chinese  officials  that  the  six 
Guangdong  prisoners  had  been 
released,  but  word  had  not  yet  reached 
the  United  States.  Demonstrators  from 
the  Association  of  Overseas  Hong  Kong 
Chinese  for  Democracy  and  Human 
Rights  told  her  they  had  not  heard 
about  any  releases  through  their 
electronic  wire  service. 

"If  that’s  true,  it  hasn’t  happened 
within  the  last  three  days,"  said  one 
demonstrator  who  asked  not  to  be 
identified. 

At  one  point,  one  of  the 
demonstrators,  Y ungchin  Yiu,  who  was 
imprisoned  for  a  year  in  Shanghai  for 
his  pro-democracy  leadership,  ap¬ 
proached  Governor  Zhu  at  the  China 
Pearl  banquet  with  a  letter  demanding 
the  governor  address  human  rights 
abuses. 

His  letter  was  signed  by  the  Federa¬ 
tion  for  Democracy  in  China  and  the 
Association  of  Overseas  Hong  Kong 
Chinese  for  Democracy  and  Human 
Rights.  He  was  held  back  by  state 
security  police  and  asked  to  leave  the 
restaurant.  Later,  when  he  showed  his 
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Community  Action  theme  at  Unity  Dinner 


In  the  aftermath  of  the 
Rodney  King  incident  in  Los 
Angeles,  Paul  Watanabe,  a 
Japanese  American  professor 
of  political  science  at  the 
University  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts/Boston,  called  for 
more  bold  leadership  in  ad¬ 
dressing  issues  of  racism  and 
urban  conflict. 

Watanabe,  keynote 
speaker  at  the  Asian 
American  Unity  Dinner  Gala 
on  May  9,  told  the  audience  of 
■  a,.  Chinese,  Vietnamese,  Cam¬ 
bodian,  Korean,  and  Japanese 
Americans,  to  "unite"  and  not 
be  used  as  scapegoats  by 
politicians  who  stand  by  the 
Asian  model  minority  myth. 

Watanabe  said  the  Los  An¬ 
geles  Korean  shopkeepers 
whose  businesses  were  looted 
were  paying  the  price  for  the 
nation’s  silence  on  economic 
and  cultured  problems  within 
urban  centers. 

"Community  in  Action" 
was  the  theme  of  this  year’s 
Asian  American  Unity  Dinner 
at  the  Sheraton  Boston  Hotel 
&  Towers,  Prudential  Center. 

Awards  were  given  to 


Asian  individuals  and  or¬ 
ganizations  who  have  made 
significant  contributions  to 
society-at-large.  Amy  Guen, 
Chinatown  activist,  social 
worker,  and  founder  of  the 
South  Cove  Manor  Nursing 
Home  was  awarded  for  her 
contribution.  The  Asian  Task 
Force  Against  Domestic 
Violence  was  also  awarded  for 
showing  "tremendous 
courage,  sensitivity,  and  effec¬ 
tiveness  in  its  struggle  to 
promote  family  unity,  and  to 
end  violence  against  Asian 
women  and  children." 

Receiving  Honorable 
Recognition  awards  were 
Caroline  Chang,  Chinatown 
activist  and  regional  director 
of  the  Civil  Rights  Division  of 
the  Health  &  Human  Service 
Department;  Frank  Chin,  a 
promoter  of  citizen  political 
participation  and  fundraiser 
for  Chinatown  needs;  May 
Ling  T ong,  a  community  mem¬ 
ber  for  over  20  years  who 
founded  the  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association 
and  Sampan;  and  members  of 
the  Chinese  Progressive 


Association’s  Workers’  Cen¬ 
ter  who  have  fought  to  in¬ 
crease  unemployment 
benefits  for  low-income 
workers. 


Korean  American 
starts  LA  fund 

A  Korean  American 
majoring  in  African  American 
studies  and  sociology  at  Har¬ 
vard  University  is  starting  a 
national  fundraising  drive  to 
help  the  victims  of  the  Los  An¬ 
geles  riot.  Do  Hyung  Kim,  a 
member  of  the  Black-Korean 
Alliance  in  Los  Angeles,  lived 
for  ten  years  in  South  Central 
Los  Angeles.  He  now  resides 
in  Koreatown. 

The  fund  is  called  the  Los 
Angeles  Riot  Emergency 
Fund.  Donations  will  be  ad¬ 
ministered  by  the  Black- 
Korean  Alliance.  Donations 
will  assist  South-Central  and 
Koreatown  merchants  and 


residents  who  lost  their  homes 
and  businesses  due  to  fire¬ 
bombing  and  looting.  The 
fund  will  buy  food,  clothing, 
and  medical  care  for  resi¬ 
dents;  assist  Black,  Korean 
and  Hispanic  merchants 
whose  stores  were  damaged; 
and  train  mediators  to  resolve 
disputes  between  merchants 
and  customers  in  the  South- 
Central  community. 

In  a  pamphlet  describing 
the  fund,  Kim  writes:  "The  in¬ 
accurate  portrayal  of  Black- 
Korean  relations  by  the 
national  media  during  the  Los 
Angeles  Riot  has  exacerbated 
tensions.  By  constantly  focus¬ 
ing  on  the  negative  attitudes 
that  some  people  hold  and 
neglecting  to  mention  the 
coalition-building  efforts  of 
the  Black-Korean  Alliance  as 
well  as  individual  Korean  mer¬ 
chants  who  do  have  good  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  community, 
national  media  pits  our  com¬ 
munities  against  each  other." 

Kim  describes  the  Black- 
Korean  Alliance  as  a  com¬ 


munity-based  organization  of 
Korean  and  African 
American  community  leaders 
from  Koreatown  and  South- 
Central  Los  Angeles  dedi¬ 
cated  to  improving  the 
relationship  between  the  two 
communities.  The  Alliance 
was  founded  in  1986  in 
response  to  the  killing  of  four 
Korean  merchants  in  a  span  of 
one  month.  The  Alliance 
sponsors  mediation  projects, 
media  exchanges,  basketball 
tournaments  and  other 
programs. 

REGISTER 
TO  VOTE

If  your  income  is  low,  when 
you  are  laid  off,  your  un¬ 
employment  benefits  are  next 
to  nothing! 

All  our  political  leaders  say 
that  benefits  should  go  to 
those  who  need  it  most,  but  no 
one  puts  their  money  where 
their  mouth  is.  Until  our  com¬ 
munities  register  and  vote,  our 
needs  mil  remain  unheard  and 
unaddressed. 

For  the  past  four  years,  un¬ 
employed  workers  and  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Associa¬ 
tion  Workers  Center  have 
been  trying  to  pass  legislation 
to  increase  unemployment 
benefits  for  the  low-income 
sector.  During  these  four 
years,  unemployment  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  rise  in  our  com¬ 
munity  and  across  the  state. 
Immigrants  and  minorities, 
being  at  the  bottom  of  the 
economy,  are  the  hardest  hit. 

Yet  the  state  political 
leaders  have  refused  to  update 
unemployment  benefits  or  tax 
formulas  for  fear  of  the  politi¬ 
cal  costs  to  their  careers.  Con¬ 
sequently,  the  state 
unemployment  fund  went 
bankrupt  last  year,  and  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  has  been  borrowing 
from  the  federal  government 
to  pay  unemployment 
benefits.  The  longer  the 
politicians  postponed  the 
business  tax  hike,  the  more  in¬ 
terest  the  state  had  to  pay  on 
its  loans. 

There  are  only  two  basic 
solutions:  raise  taxes  or  cut 
benefits.  The  governor’s 

answer  is  to  cut  unemploy¬ 
ment  benefits  just  when 
workers  need  them  most.  On 
April  28,  after  more  than  a 
year  of  procrastination,  the 
state  legislature  voted  against 
the  governor  and  updated  the 
unemployment  tax  formula. 

But  it’s  important  to  know 
what  else  they  did  and  didn’t 
do.  After  years  of  lip  service, 
they  didn’t  raise  benefits  for 
the  low-income  sector.  And 
they  did  increase  eligibility  re¬ 
quirements  to  qualify  for  un¬ 
employment  insurance. 

Low-income,  unemployed 
workers  and  our  communities 
just  don’t  carry  much  political 
weight  at  the  State  House.  Un¬ 
less  we  register  and  show 
voting  power,  our  elected  rep¬ 
resentatives  will  feel  no 
responsibility  for  our  con¬ 
cerns.

out  of  a  job  as  a  garment 
stitcher  when  the  factory 
where  she  worked  on 
Kneeland  Street  closed  down. 
She  remembers  going 
everywhere  to  find  a  new  job, 
waiting  in  long  lines,  and  being 
turned  away.  After  being  in¬ 
terviewed  four  times,  the 

Mariott  Hotel  finally  offered  a 
job  as  a  laundry  worker. 

Since  then,  eight  years  ago, 
Yu  Has  been  asking  questions 
of  management,  demanding 
fair  treatment  for  herself  and 
fellow  workers.  She  has  seen 
some  workers  who  went  too 
far  lose  their  jobs,  yet  she 
hasn’t  lost  her  courage.  "I  al¬ 
ways  fight  for  everybody,"  she 
said. 

The  Unemployed  Rights 
Campaign,  organized  through 
the  Chinese  Progressive  As¬ 
sociation  has  given  her  a  lot  of 
strength  and  encouragement, 
said  Yu.  "There  are  great 
people  at  the  CPA,  and  at 
IRATE.  They  work  hard  and 
give  much  support,"  said  Yu. 

Members  of  the  Un¬ 
employed  Rights  Campaign 
attended  State  House  rallies, 
met  with  labor  leaders  and 
government  representatives  in 
their  attempt  to  increase  un¬ 
employment  benefits.  They 
are  continuing  the  campaign 
despite  setbacks  in  funding  the 
state’s  unemployment  trust 
fund. 

Pang  Lan  Liu  and  the  late 
Steve  Huy  Tan  were  also 
honored  for  their  fight  to  ob¬ 
tain  wages  owed  them  as  dim 
sum  waiters  at  Dynasty  Res¬ 
taurant  in  Chinatown.  On  May 
1, 1990  they  filed  a  complaint 
with  the  state  Department  of 
Labor  and  Industries,  claim¬ 
ing  Dynasty  owner  Wilson  Lee 
violated  minimum  wage  and 
payroll  laws. 

After  the  death  of  Steve 
Huy  Tan,  his  wife,  Mei,  con¬ 
tinued  to  work  with  Tan’s  co- 


workers  in  organizing  a  com¬ 
munity-wide  campaign  and 
boycott  of  the  restaurant.In 
October  1991,  Liu  and  Tan’s 
family  were  awarded  a  total  of 
$8,179. 

Others  honored  at  the  ban¬ 
quet  were  workers  from  the 
Bay  State  Smelting  in  Some¬ 
rville  who  demanded  safer 
working  conditions  and 
respect  on  the  job.  Three 
Haitian  immigrants  received  I 
an  award  "in  honor  of  all 
Haitians"  working  in  Haiti  and 
the  United  States  for  freedom 
in  Haiti.  Two  home  health 
care  aides,  Alverga  Buchanan 
and  Serene  Burnett,  co-chairs 
of  the  Service  Employees  In¬ 
ternational  Union  Homecare 
Council,  were  recognized  for 
their  efforts  to  win  better 
wages  and  conditions  for 
home  health  aides  working  in  j 
Massachusetts.  Puerto  Rican, 
Nicaraguan,  Salvadoran  and 
Peruvian  workers  who  stood 
up  against  mistreatment  as 
building  cleaners  were  j 
honored.  Juan  Cabrera,  the 
elected  shop  steward  for 
Teamsters  Local  504  at 
Romanov  Container  in  South 
Boston  was  thanked  for  his 
campaign  to  provide  bilingual 
information  to  workers,  and 
winning  wage  and  benefits  in¬ 
creases. 

Although  the  spotlight  was 
on  the  workers,  IRATE  took 
time  out  to  announce  a  new 
name  for  the  organization: 
The  Immigrant  Worker 
Resource  Center.  The 
audience  also  said  good-bye  to 
director  Ann  Philbin.  An  j 
Iranian  immigrant,  Farah 
Ravanbakhsh  will  be  the  new 
director  of  the  Immigrant  j 
Worker  Resource  Center. 

In  her  new  position,  Ravan¬ 
bakhsh  said  she  will  bring  at- 
tention  to  the  problems 
Mideast  workers  face.  Ravan¬ 
bakhsh  was  a  union  organizer 
and  most  recently  worked  for 
the  Cambridge  School  n 
Department  as  an  advocate 
for  parents.

dinner  ticket,  he  was  allowed  into  the 
restaurant. 

In  the  middle  of  the  scuffle,  Jerry 
Chin,  a  member  of  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Association,  said 
he  would  deliver  the  letter  on  human 
rights  to  Gov.  Zhu. 

A  security  official  said  Yiu  was 
removed  from  the  restaurant  because 
"He  was  coming  toocloseto  the  dig¬ 
nitary,  and  no  one  knew  Chinese." 

Yiu  said  he  had  trouble  entering  the 
restaurant  earlier,  even  though  he  was 
a  guest  of  Michael  Wong,  vice-chair  of 
the  Guangdong  Family  Association. 
Unlike  other  guests,  said  Yiu,  dinner 
hosts  required  him  to  show  his  ticket. 

Members  of  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Association,  who 
co-organized  the  capacity-filled  din¬ 
ner,  said  that  Gov.  Weld  had  requested 
that  only  individuals  who  had  been 
cleared  come  to  the  banquet.  Weld  as¬ 
signed  three  plains-clothes  security  of¬ 
ficers  to  monitor  the  banquet.  Boston

Police  Department  officers  were  also 
highly  visible  at  the  event. 

At  least  24  members  of  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association 
(CCBA)  had  signed  a  letter  addressed 
to  Gov.  Zhu  requesting  that  He  act  on 
human  rights  abuses,  especially  the 
cases  of  the  six  poUtical  prisoners  in 
Guangdong.  Former  CCBA  chair  Bing 
Wong  faxed  the  letter  to  the  Chinese 
consulate  in  New  York. 

Of  the  six  prisoners  currently  held  in 
Guangdong  province,  four  are  from  the 
province,  and  two  are  from  Hong 
Kong.  All  were  accused  of  pro- 
democracy  activism. 

Chen  Zhixkng  was  a  teacher  at  the 
Guangzhou  Seaman’s  School.  Three 
days  after  the  Tiananmen  Square  mas¬ 
sacre  in  Beijing,  Chen  painted  slogans 
on  the  walls  along  Guangzhou  roads 
encouraging  people  to  overthrow  the 
"people’s  democratic  dictatorship." 
The  Guangzhou  Middle-level  People’s 
Court  sentenced  him  to  ten  years  im¬ 
prisonment  on  January  11, 1990. 

Wu  Jidong  was  a  hotel  worker  in 
Guangzhou  and  was  arrested  on  June 
20, 1989  for  "spreading  rumors,  stirring 
up  trouble."  He  was  also  an  alleged 
Chinese  Nationalist  Agent.  He  was 
sentenced  to  10  years  imprisonment  on 
Oct.  23, 1989. 

Zhang  Yi  was  arrested  for  "spread¬ 
ing  rumors,  collecting  information 
about  student  demonstrations,  and 
stirring  up  trouble."  He  was  sentenced 
to  13  years  imprisonment  on  Oct.23, 
1989. 

Wang  Xizhe  is  a  long-time  dissident. 
Born  in  1948  in  Guangzhou,  Wang  and 
his  friends  Li  Zhentain,  Chen  Yiyang 
and  Guo  Hongzhi  co-authored  an 
essay  critical  of  Mao  Tse-tung.  Wang, 
Li,  and  Chen  were  declared  to  be 
counter-revolutionary  by  the  regime.  In 
March  1977,  Wang  was  arrested  and 
imprisoned  for  more  than  a  year  before 
the  regime  reversed  the  verdict  in  late 
1978. 

From  1979-80,  the  newly  freed 
Wang  published  essays  on  sociahsm. 
Eventually,  in  May  1981,  Wang  was  ar¬ 
rested  again  and  sentenced  by  the 
Guangzhou  People’s  Court  to  14  years 
in  prison. 

On  May  6,  the  New  York  Times 
reported  that  two  Hong  Kong 
prisoners,  Li  Longqing  and  Li 
Peicheng  may  soon  be  released.  Li 
Peicheng  was  sentenced  to  five  years 
imprisonment  on  March  4, 1991,  and  Li 
Longqing  was  sentenced  to  four  years. 
Both  were  accused  of  helping  dissi¬ 
dents  escape  from  China  to  Hong 
Kong. 
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New  program  covers  uninsured  children 


Children  who  need  health 
insurance  may  be  able  to 
receive  coverage  through  a 
new  plan  announced  at  the 
Josiah  Quincy  School  in 
Chinatown. 

The  Massachusetts  Caring 
for  Children  Foundation,  a 
non-profit  organization,  plans 
to  raise  $300,000  in  the  next 
year  to  cover  1000  children  for 
$300  each.  The  fund  would 
provide  preventive  and 
primary  health  care  coverage 
to  children  who  don’t  qualify 
for  medicaid  and  whose  family 
income  falls  below  federal 
poverty  levels. 

As  the  fund  takes  off,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Caring  for  Children 
will  offer  the  coverage  to  more 
uninsured  children  living  in 
Massachusetts. 

Congressman  Joseph  Ken¬ 
nedy,  who  spoke  at  the  plan’s 
unveiling,  called  it  a  beginning 
step  in  combatting  the  nation¬ 
al  health  care  crisis.  Thirty- 
seven  million  Americans  are 
uninsured,  and  the  cost  of 
health  care  is  rising  twice  the 
rate  of  inflation,  said  the  con¬ 
gressman.  "And  while  the 
health  care  crisis  certainly 
needs  to  be  resolved  on  a  na¬ 
tional  level,  it’s  important  not 
to  overlook  what  we  can  do 
right  now  in  our  own  com¬ 
munities,"  said  Kennedy. 


businesses,  foundations, 
trusts,  individuals,  community 
and  religious  organizations 
will  go  directly  to  cover  health 
care  costs  for  children. 

A  similar  Blue  Cross/Blue 
Shield  program  started  in 
western  Pennsylvania  six  years 
ago  has  provided  coverage  for 
one  third  of  the  region’s  unin¬ 
sured  children. 

A  Foundation  spokesper¬ 
son  said  that  applications  will 
be  available  this  summer. 
Children  could  be  enrolled  by 
fall.  For  more  information, 
parents  can  call  617-956-2615. 


To  qualify,  a  child  must  not 
be  covered  under  a  public  or 
private  health  insurance  plan; 

be  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
18  and  unmarried;  be  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Massachusetts;  be  a 
full-time  student,  and  be  from 
a  family  whose  income  does 
not  exceed  federal  poverty 
levels.  For  example,  for  a  fami¬ 
ly  of  two  (entire  family)  the 
income  limit  is  $12,223;  for  a 
family  of  three,  $15,388;  a 
family  of  four,  $18,554;  a  fami¬ 
ly  of  five,  $21,719;  a  family  of 
six,  $24,884  and  a  family  of 
seven,  $28,050.

The  South  Cove  Com¬ 
munity  Health  Center  es¬ 
timates  that  at  least  65%  of  its 
patients  do  not  have  health  in¬ 
surance. 

Nationally,  19.3%  of  all 
children  under  the  age  of  18 
are  uninsured.  Eighty  percent 
of  low-income  children  suffer 
from  one  or  more  untreated 
medical  conditions. 

The  Massachusetts  Caring 
for  Children  Foundation  will 
purchase  coverage  from  Blue 
Cross  and  Blue  Shield  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts.  Blue  Cross/Blue 
Shield  will  donate  administra¬ 
tive  services  to  run  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Contributions  from 


Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield 
recently  proposed  to  raise  its 
non-group  policy  rates  by 
nearly  40%.  At  the  same  time, 
the  company,  the  largest  in¬ 
surer  in  Massachusetts,  will  be 
distributing  $1.7  million  in 
bonuses  to  top  managers. 

In-coming  president  of

The  whole  system  of  health 
care  coverage  needs  reform, 
added  Van  Faasen. 

Public  hearings  on  Blue 
Cross/Blue  Shield’s  request 
for  a  rate  hike  have  been 
delayed  for  thirty  days  while 
the  state  commissioner  of 
public  health,  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Hospital  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  health  care  advocacy 
groups  consider  the  issue  of 
non-group  coverage.

Myths  tell  the  creation  of  Sri  Lanka

Myth  and  mystery,  facts 
and  legends  surround  the 
story  of  Sri  Lanka.  The  myths 
of  Sri  Lanka  emerged  from  the 
oral  traditions  of  the  people. 
Thanks  to  the  pioneering  ef¬ 
forts  of  a  Buddhist  monk  or 
bhikkhu,  many  of  the  early 
legends  of  Sri  Lanka  are 
preserved  in  the  Mahavamsa, 
written  in  the  5th  century  A.D. 
in  the  Pali  language.  The 
Mahavamsa  details  200  years 
of  rule  by  the  fifty-four  kings  of 
the  Maha-vansa  (Great 
Dynasty)  and  the  111  kings  of 
the  SuJa-vansa  (Lower  Race) 
ruled  over  Sri  Lanka. 

In  the  first  few  chapters  of 
the  Mahavamsa  of  the  Great 
Dynasty,  one  is  able  to  find  the 
heroic  legends  of  Sri  Lanka. 
The  author  of  these  chapters  is 
the  bihikkhu  Mahanama. 


After  paying  tribute  to  Lord 
Buddha,  the  monk  states  that 
his  subject  matter  is  drawn 
from  ancient  originals,  "here 
too  long  drawn  out  and  there 
too  closely  knit  and  containing 
too  many  repetitions." 

According  to  these 
legends,  the  island  was  famous 
for  its  precious  stones  and 
hence  called  Ralnadipa  or  "the 
island  of  gems."  It  was  in¬ 
habited  by  a  race  of  demons 
called  "Yakkhas"  and  "Yak- 
khinis,”  translated  as  "demons" 
and  "demonesses."  The 
legends  tell  of  unwary 
voyagers  to  the  island  who 
were  lured  by  these  demons 
and  devoured. 

Against  this  background, 
heroes  both  religious  and 
secular  are  celebrated  by  the 
chronicler.  The  first  of  the 
heroes  mentioned  is  the  Bud¬ 
dha  (563-483  B.C.).  He  visited 


the  island  three  times.  He  in¬ 
stilled  fear  into  the  minds  of 
the  Yakkhas  and  therefore  was 
given  a  definite  place  among 
the  categories  of  other  beings. 

Vijaya  (the  Victorious 
One)  is  the  hero  who  led  the 
first  band  of  Sinhalese  from 
India  to  the  island  of  Sri 
Lanka.  The  legend  of  Vijaya  is 
quite  fascinating  and  perhaps 
goes  back  to  a  central  Indian 
tribe  which  had  the  lion  as  its 
totem. 

According  to  the  legend, 
there  was  a  princess  of  the 
Vanga  country  in  India.  It  was 
foretold  that  she  would  mate 
with  a  lion.  One  day,  the  prin¬ 
cess  took  destiny  into  her  own 
hands  and  wearing  a  disguise, 
joined  a  caravan  on  its  way  to 
another  country.  When  a  lion 
attacked  the  caravan,  her 
companions  took  flight,  but 
she  followed  the  tracks  left  by 
the  lion.  When  the  princess 
discovered  the  lion,  the  legend 
tells,  she  caressed  and  stroked 
him  without  fear.  Soon  the  lion 
fell  in  love  with  her.  They 
mated,  and  within  time,  the 
princess  bore  twin  children  -  a 
son  and  daughter. 

Foreshadowing  what  was  to 
come,  the  son’s  hands  and  feet 
resembled  the  paws  of  a  lion 
( sinha )  and  was  named  Sin- 
habahu.  The  daughter  was 
named  Sinhasivali.  The  lion- 
father  moved  a  huge  boulder 


to  close  off  the  cave  where  they 
lived.  At  the  age  of  sixteen, 
Sinhabahu  tried  his  strength 
on  the  rock  and  escaped  with 
his  mother  and  sister.  He  car¬ 
ried  them  on  his  shoulders. 
Miracles  took  place  when  they 
were  welcomed  by  the  vil¬ 
lagers  who  lived  on  the  border 
of  the  lion’s  kingdom.  Forget¬ 
ting  her  lion-husband,  the 
princess  married  one  of  her 
cousins. 

Meanwhile,  the  lion 
ravaged  the  country  in  search 
of  its  mate  and  offspring.  The 
king  offered  a  large  reward  to 
anyone  who  would  rid  his 
kingdom  of  the  lion. 

Sinhabahu  was  determined 
to  find  his  lion-father,  even 
though  his  mother  warned  him 
not  to  do  it.  Within  time,  the 
fourth  arrow  shot  by  Sin¬ 
habahu  was  the  fated  one  that 
killed  his  father.  The  son 
returned  triumphantly  to  the 
village  capital,  carrying  the 
lion  head  of  his  father. 

The  villagers  proclaimed 
him  a  hero  and  offered  him  the 
crown.  Instead,  Sinhabahu  in¬ 
stalled  his  mother  as  queen  in 
the  kingdom  of  her  father.  Sin¬ 
habahu  went  to  the  place  of  his 
birth  and  ruled  with  his  sister 
as  queen.  She  bore  him  "twin 
sons  sixteen  times."  The  eldest 
of  them  was  Vijaya. 

Vijaya.  grew  up  to  commit 
many  deeds  of  violence.  His 


father’s  subjects  became  angry 
and  demanded  the  young  man 
be  put  to  death.  The  king  dis¬ 
graced  his  son  by  shaving  half 
his  head  and  the  heads  of 
seven  hundred  of  his 
desperadoes.  The  king  exiled 
them  by  pushing  them  off  to 
sea.  Having  failed  to  find  a 
haven,  they  set  out  for  the  is¬ 
land  of  Lanka  and  arrived 
there  on  the  very  day  which 
Lord  Buddha  passed  away.  As 
he  was  fading,  Buddha 
entrusted  Vijaya  to  the  care  of 
the  king  of  the  god.  He  was  to 
be  protected  and  Lanka  was  to 
be  under  his  surveillance. 
Buddha  said  to  the  king  of  the 
gods:  "In  Lanka,  O  lord  of 
gods,  will  my  religion  be  estab¬ 
lished,  therefore,  carefully 
protect  him  with  his  followers 
and  Lanka." 

As  the  legend  goes,  the  god 
Upulan,  in  the  disguise  of  a 
wandering  ascetic,  met  Vijaya 
and  his  followers.  To  assure 
their  safety,  he  tied  a  charmed 
thread  around  their  hands. 
Then  a  yakkhini  of  the  island, 
in  the  form  of  a  female  dog, 
encountered  the  group.  One 
of  Viyaja’s  followers  went  with 
the  dog  thinking  there  would 
be  a  village  near-by.  He  was 
led  to  the  dog’s  mistress,  the 
yakkhini  Kuveni.  Kuveni  put  a 
spell  upon  him.  Through  the 
charm  of  god  Upulan,  he  was 
able  to  save  himself  from  being 
devoured  by  her.  Kuveni 
seized  him  and  all  the  other 
followers  of  Vijaya  and  hurled 
them  down  a  chasm.  On  dis¬ 
covering  what  had  happened, 
Vijaya  caught  hold  of  Kuveni 
by  her  neck  and  demanded 
that  his  followers  be  set  free. 
She  begged  Vijaya  not  to  kill 
her  and  promised  him  a 
kingdom  and  offered  to  serve 
him.  Vijaya  released  her  after

getting  her  to  swear  an  oath  to 
keep  her  promises.  After 
Vijaya’s  followers  were 
released,  she  was  entertained 
to  a  meal.  Kuveni  assumed  the 
form  of  a  beautiful  sixteen- 
year-old  girl  and  made  a 
splendid  bed,  well  covered 
with  a  tent,  and  adorned  with 
a  canopy.  Vijaya  took  her  as 
his  spouse.  Soon,  she  betrayed 
the  people  of  her  father’s  city 
to  Vijaya  and  his  men  and 
enabled  them  to  slay  all  the 
yakkhas  and  yakkhinis.  Vijaya 
founded  a  city  on  the  spot 
where  he  had  landed.  Since 
they  had  come  from  the 
country  of  Sinhabahu,  who 
had  slain  the  lion,  they  were 
called  Sinhalas. 

Kuveni  bore  two  children. 
But  Vijaya  refused  to  be  con¬ 
secrated  king  or  to  found  a 
dynasty  till  he  was  able  to  find 
a  queen  of  noble  birth  as  his 
wife.  He  sent  for  a  maiden  of 
royal  birth  from  India  and 
others  who  would  be  his  mini¬ 
sters.  On  their  arrival,  Vijaya 
wanted  to  part  with  Kuveni, 
saying,  "Go  thou  now,  dear 
one,  leaving  the  two  children 
behind;  men  are  ever  in  fear  ol 
superhuman  beings." 

Kuveni  was  afraid  to  get 
back  to  the  yakkha  tribe  and 
tried  to  bribe  Vijaya  with 
promises  of  gold.  When  she 
failed,  she  left  with  her  two 
children.  Mistaking  her  for  a 
spy,  she  was  killed  by  her  own 
people.  Her  two  children  were 
saved  by  an  uncle.  They  fled  to 
the  central  mountain  region 
and  lived  as  husband  and  wife. 
According  to  the  chronicler, 


the  wild  jungle  tribes  of 
Ceylon  trace  their  descent  to 
this  couple. 

Thus  Vijaya  became  the 
founding  father  of  the  island 
where  Buddhism  was  to  be  es¬ 
tablished  as  the  state  religion. 
As  the  founder  of  the  Sinhala 
race,  he  could  not  have 
Kuveni,  a  yakkhini,  as  a  royal 
consort.  According  to  this 
legend,  Vijaya,  the  founding 
father  of  the  Sinhala  race 
abandoned  "his  former  evil 
way  of  life"  and  ruled  over 
Lanka  for  thirty-eight  years. 
During  his  reign,  peace  and 
righteousness  flourished  in  the 
land. 

Other  legends  about  the  is¬ 
land  of  Ceylon  are  found  in  the 
Ramayana,  an  epic  written  in 
Sanskrit.  It  speaks  of  the  hero 
Rama,  a  god  who  was  wor¬ 
shipped  in  the  island.  This 
legend  about  Rama  will  be 
dealt  with  in  a  subsequent  ar¬ 
ticle  in  Sampan.

Of  his  campaign,  Woo  said, 
"I  feel  privileged  to  have  a  part 
in  breaking  another  glass  ceil¬ 
ing  -  a  Chinese  American  has 
won  party  endorsement  to  rim 
for  U.S.  Congress  without 
firing  a  shot.  The  nine 
thousand  Chinese  Americans 
who  have  contributed  to  my 
past  and  present  campaigns

can  be  proud  that  together  we 
have  made  another  notewor¬ 
thy  precedent  for  our  children. 
But  our  job  is  not  done  yet.  I 
need  everyone’s  continued 
help  to  strive  on  -  for  us,  for 
our  children  and  for  America." 

A  professor  of  physics  at 
the  University  of  Delaware, 
Woo  served  as  the  state’s 
lieutenant  governor  from  1985 
to  1989.  In  1988,  Woo  won  the 
Democratic  primary  in  the 
senate  race,  but  lost  the  elec¬ 
tion  to  Republican  William 
Roth. 

Three  Republicans  have  an¬ 
nounced  their  candidacy  in 
1992:  current  Delaware  gover¬ 
nor  Mike  Castle,  current  state 
treasurer,  Janet  Rzewnicki, 
and  a  retired  U.S.  sergeant, 
James  Withrow.  The 
Republican  primary  will  be  in 
September. 

U.S.  Senator  Joseph  Biden, 
chairman  of  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee  said 
Woo  "is  the  most  qualified 
Congressional  candidate  I’ve 
seen  since  I’ve  been  around 
politics." 


Woo’s  platform  will  focus 
on  how  the  nation  can  create 
wealth  by  keeping  manufac¬ 
turing  in  the  United  States. 
Woo  said  his  ideas  on 
economic  development  are 
similar  to  the  platform  he  in¬ 
troduced  while  running  for  the 
senate  in  1988  but  since  the 
recession,  people  are  more 
willing  to  listen.  "In  the  1980s, 
America  was  living  on  bor¬ 
rowed  money,  and  most 
analysis  was  too  academic." 
Now  the  country  is  ready  for 
pragmatic  ideas,  he  said. 

As  a  Chinese  American, 
Woo  said  he  "feels  an  obliga¬ 
tion  to  be  a  vibrant  member  in 
a  vital  area  of  politics." 
Politicians  who  have  training 
in  science  and  technology  are 
needed  in  order  for  the 
country  to  become  industrially 
competitive,  said  Woo. 

Woo’s  economic  plan  to 
"make  the  United  States  the 

best  educated,  the  most  ad¬ 
vanced  in  the  world"  will  be 
announced  in  more  detail 
after  the  Republican  primary 
in  September.
